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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnent that the version number of 
Rubin does not disclose a trigger file is not persuasive because Applicant's claim 33 discloses that the trigger files can be prior versions 
of software, and the Rubin reference discloses that the decryption program checks the previous software version for a specific number 
(Col. 6, lines 25-53) which would meet the limitation of a trigger file as claimed, 

Applicant's argument that the Rubin reference does not disclose an installation module comprising an encrypted software module, a 
decryption key, and an executive is not persuasive because Rubin discloses an encrypted software program containing a decryption key 
(Col. 2, lines 20-36), and an executable data area and one or more executable Instructions for installing the software (Col. 2, lines 20-27). 
Applicant's argument that the Rubin reference does not disclose a database for identifying the trigger files is not persuasive because 
Rubin discloses comparing version of programs to check for authorization. This authorization is checked against a stored list of version 
of programs and licensing information (Col. 6, lines 25-53). This would meet the limitation of a database for identifying trigger files. 
Applicant's argument that the Yoshida reference does not disclose two versions having two different strength encryptions is not 
persuasive because that is not a claimed limitation of claim 31. 
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
